Biafrans Must Return 
Before Rains Come 


LAOS (AP)— Fallen Biafra’s 
homeless Rios must get back to 
their villages before the spring 
rains, or Nigeria could be faced 
with a refugee problem akin to 
that of the Palestinian Arabs, 
an American relief coordinator 
said today. 


“ This is the yam planting sea­

A few hundred thousand years 
ago it is likely that some teen* 
age boy complained because his 
father would not allow him to go 
out and capture some fair 
damsel the boy thought was 
pretty cute. 


And no doubt some teen-age 
daughters of those times were 
sometimes 
unhappy because 


Mother put her foot down over 
daughter's animal-hide costume 
being too mini-mini. 
Since 


the beginning of the human race 
arguments have been taking 
place between teen-agers and 
their parents — usually not ser- 
ious, but arguments neverthe- 
less. 
In older times parent«teendis- 
putes were easier to solve be* 
cause parents exercised more 
authority but, today, it is not 
that simple. Teens are much 
better informed, families are 
not the closely knit groups they 
once were and differences of 
opinion between the parent and 
teen generations are more dif. 
f icult to resolve. Today's young 
people 
know 
more 
about 


behavior standards 
in other 


families 
and 
other 
areas 


and they constantly compare 
these standards with those laid 
down by their parents. As a re- 
sult they are less apt to accept 
the dictates of their parents 
without question, and differ* 
ences 
of 
opinion are sure 


to occur. 
Unfortunately, some parents 
are weak-kneed and scared 
to death of making themselves 
"unpopular" with their teen- 
agers so they permit them to do 
many things which are morally 
and ethically questionable. Then 
there are the parents who just 
do not give a hoot what their 
young people are doing, so long 
as they do not cause the family 
any embarrass mentor extra ex- 
pense. 


On the other hand, there are 


the families in which parents 
exercise firm control and their 
teen-age offspring are expected 
to conform to the family's rules. 
This is sure to lead to family 
frictions-since the youngpeople 
are obliged to follow the rules 
whether they wish to or not. 


This brings up an interest- 
ing question; Would most teen- 
agers prefer easy.to.fool, per- 
missive 
parents 
or those 


who are more strict and de- 
manding? 
In many problem-discussion 
sessions I have had with teen- 
agers, this question never fails 
to start a heated conversation. 
Both boys and girls have very 
positive views on the subject; 
that is, those who have the 
stricter parents. 
Perhaps you might jump to the 
conclusion that teenagers pre. 
fer parents who exercise few re. 
strictions and allow them to do 
as they please, whenever they 
please. Nothing could be farther 
from the truth! Except for an 
occasional kooky kid who has no 
sense at all, teens prefer par* 
ents who make a sincere attempt 
to exercise reasonable control 
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over 
the 
young 
person's 


behavior. 
Intelligent teens know that 
some rules and regulations are 
necessary. They are quick to 
point out that the most unhappy, 
maladjusted kids they know are 
those who have the least paren- 
tal supervision. So the better* 
behaved young people do not ob- 
ject to parental control as long 
as it is "fair." 
"Fair" is the key word in most 
discussions 
with teen-agers 


about parental rules and regula- 
tions. Young people say that 
family restrictions must be fair 
and must reflect an understand- 
ing attitude rather than just bull* 
headed bias. When teens feel 
that parents understand the 
problem of the moment and are 
attempting to be fair in a de- 
cision, even though the decis. 
ion goes against them, they will 
usually accept 
it and con* 


form without a feeling of re. 
bellious bitterness. 


In some instances it is vir. 


tually impossible for even the 
most conscientious parents to 
explain their stand on a partic- 
ular problem — they just have 
to say "No" because they be- 
lieve it is the thing to do. 
For example, there are end- 
less complaints from 14-year, 
old girls who say their par* 
ents will not permit them to go 
out on regular car dates. 
When parents axe obliged to 
adopt a hard-headed attitude 
about a teen-age problem, the 
youngster may feel frustrated 
and voice loud protests but the 
net result is not all bad. In 
all teen group discussions on 
this 
subject, 
they 
always 


came to this intelligent conclu- 
sion: If parents didn't care what 
we did or what trouble we got 
into, it would be like being aban- 
doned, like you didn't belong to 
anybody!

Nothing could be f arther 
from the truth! 
Except for an 
occasional kooky kid who has no 
sense at all, teens prefer par­ 
ents who make a sincere attempt 
to exercise reasonable control 
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over 
the 
young 
person's 
behavior. 
Intelligent 
teens 
know 
that 
some rules and regulations are 
necessary. 
They are quick to 
point out that the most unhappy, 
maladjusted kids they know- are 
those who have the least paren­ 
tal supervision. So the better- 
behaved young people do not ob­ 
ject to parental control as long 
as it is “ fa ir." 
“ Fair** is the key word in most 
discussions 
with teen-agers 
about parental rules and regula­ 
tions. Young people say that 
family restrictions must be fair 
and must reflect an understand­ 
ing attitude rather than just bull­ 
headed bias. When teens feel 
that 
parents 
understand the 
problem of the moment and are 
attempting to be fair in a de­ 
cision, even though the decis­ 
ion goes against them, they will 
usually 
accept 
it 
and 
con­ 
form without a feeling of re­ 
bellious bitterness. 
In some instances it is vir­ 
tually Impossible for even the 
most conscientious parents to 
explain their stand on a partic­ 
ular problem — they just have 
to say “ No** because they be­ 
lieve it is the thing to do. 
For example, there are end­ 
less complaints from 14-year- 
old girls who say their par­ 
ents will not perm it them to go 
out on regular car dates. 
When parents are obliged to 
adopt 
a hard-headed attitude 
about a teen-age problem, the 
youngster may feel frustrated 
and voice loud protests but the 
net result is not all bad. In 
all teen group discussions on 
this 
subject, 
they 
always 
came to this intelligent concliw 
sion: If parents didn't care what 
we did or what trouble we got 
into, it would be like being aban­ 
doned, like you didn't belong to 
anybody!

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Post U.C.: Poor Keep Ouf?

The University of California Regents have decided to delay 


voting on proposals to boost student fees or impose tuition until 
their February meeting. In the interests of thousands of qualified 
potential university students it is to be hoped that in the mean, 
time the Regents will ponder the full implications of the pro- 
posals. 


UC President Charles J. Hitch's plan is bad enough. Perhaps 


feeling the hot breath on his neck of a governor who had vowed 
to keep politics out of education, Mr. Hitch proposes to more 
than double resident student fees in the next two years; from 
$300 to $680. 


Already the average cost of sending a student to UC is about 


$2400 per year — more than one.fourth of the average family's 
annual income. The increase in fees, amounting to more than 
many families' annual income taxes, would drive an estimated 
24,000 students Into community colleges, based on parent surveys. 


Perhaps the implications of this have not been driven home 


to many property taxpayers; A massive sum of taxes would 
be shifted from corporations and upper.income individuals, who 
now support university education, onto property taxpayers who 
largely support community colleges. 


"Why don't the kids get jobs?" might be a question asked. 


Well, two-thirds of the university students already hold down 
jobs, and one-third of them are entirely self-supporting. 


As bad as is president Hitch's proposal, Governor Ronald 


Reagan's appears to be even worse. He has been pressuring 
the Regents to impose full tuition on all students. They would 
be charged for the entire cost of their education. 


Those students unable to meet the tuition charge would sign 


notes obligating them to repay it over a period of years. In other 
words, the low-lncome students would start their careers burdened 
with debt while those fottunate enough to have been born of 
well«to»do families wouldn't owe the university a dime. If low. 
income boy student married low-income girl student, then the 
new family would face the gloomy prospect of repaying thou- 
sands upon thousands of dollars during their adult lifetimes. 


California has a more than 100-year tradition of tuition-free 


education. It is based on the proposition that all qualified youths 
should .have an equal opportunity to become educated, regard. 
less of their parents' income. This tradition would be breached 
by following President Hitch's proposal and, in effect, shattered 
by following Governor Reagan's. 


Even under the more modest Hitch plan, the University of 


California would become the third most expensive public univer- 
sity in the nation/ Is "this what Califomians want "public educa- 
tion" to be: educational discrimination based on wealth?— E.F.D.

On The Right 
Crime In The Capital 


The news is that middle class 
Negroes are beginning to move 
out of Washington, D. C. In 
search of what •> Law and order, 
would you believe. And once 
again we have one of those op- 
pressive paradoxes from which 
there is little pleasure to be 
taken, not even polemical plea- 
sure. Negroes are moving out of 
a city because they can no long- 
er put up with the reigning 
lawlessness, but those who call 
for law and order are anti- 
Negro. Figure that out, and if 
you get stuck, consult the New 
Republic. Assuming it is still 
there. At the rate that larceny 
is going, whole buildings are 
likely to disappear. 


One account of the plight in 


Washington, by Mr. Ben Frank- 
lin of the New York Times, 
discovers a silver lining. It be- 
ing so very clear that Negroes 
are being victimized by the 
crime rate, we will perhaps 
see now a consolidation of pres- 
sure for action. Mr. James G. 
Banks, the city Housing chief, 
talks about "the end of the am- 
bivalence in the black commun - 
ity about crime, which has not 
only made them hostile to the 
police but has rendered them 
motionless and passive in con- 
sequences of indulgence, the 
Negro community — Mr. Banks 
assumes — will aasert itself 
to demand reform. 


The trouble is, what reforms ? 
The police force In Washington 
is now larger, in ratio to the 
population, than anywhere else 
in the United States. But as a 
realistic matter, the increase 
in the police force does not 
seem to accomplish anything. 
There are no more arrests 
per month now than two and 
one-half years ago, notwith- 
standing the rise both in crime 
and in crime enforcement of- 
ficials. 


One resourceful block — the 
1800 block at Wyoming Avenue 
— decided todo something about 
crime on a free 
enterprise 


basis. It is ironiclagniappethat 
the initiator of the program 
was a speechwriter for Hubert 
Humphrey. No doubt lie coined 
one of those choice denuncia- 
tions of Nixon's calls for law 
and order. Anyway, the resour- 
ceful gentleman in question pre- 
vailed on his neighbors to con- 
sent to affixing floodlights high 
up near the roof tops. The idea 
was to extrlpate every shadow 
from the block. 
Here and there this was dif- 


ficult to accomplish because a 
hedge was too high, or a tree- 


branch too thick, casting shad- 
ows into which the mugger, the 
thief or the rapist could dive 
for shelter.lt is illegal in Wash- 
ington to cut down tree branches 
or other people's hedges, but lo 
and behold, an incorporsal sub- 
stance (they call him "The 
Phanton") mysteriously pluck- 
ed down this tree, trim-nod that 
hedge —never seen by any mor- 
tal eyes —and before long all 
the shadows were overcome. 
The project was completed in 
October; and there hasn't been a 
single crime since, except one 
daytime purse-snatching. The 
cost Is not material —a few 
hundred dollars for all the 
lights, and a few conts a day 
in electricity. 
The cost, of 


course, is the absence of dark- 
ness, a great and peaceful fea- 
ture of the divine arrangement. 
But better perpetual light, than 
perpetual terror. 


One must assume, however, 


that even if all of Washington 
wee similarly lit, crime would 
-not be made to disappear. Be- 
cause much of the crime in 
Washington is not lakadais- 
Ically motivated. It Is compul- 
sive, arising from the addiction 
to drugs which is said to be 
responsible, In New York City, 
for one-half of the entire crime 
load. 
Lights will help, and 


should be used more widely. 
But the central need is for the 
isolation of the lawbreakers, 
the early detection of them; and, 
eventually, the discovery of ef- 
fective means for their rehabil- 
itation. 


The single concrete suggestion 
of immediate consequence was 
Attorney General John Mit- 
chell's last year, when he asked 
that a whole new attitude to- 
wards bail be adopted bv magis- 
trates who have reason to be- 
lieve that to set defendants free 
pending their trial might im- 
mediately 
precipitate 
mare 


crime. The civil liberties peo- 
pel went into their routine howl- 
ing about the rights of defen- 
dants, and those howls have kept 
Congress from acting. So that 
while the ritualists play, in 
Anacostia, a southeast Wash- 
ington section where nearly 
one-third 
of the Washington 


population lives, whole blocks 
and neighborhoods of what were 
once predominatly Negro a- 
partment houses are vacant, 
boarded up shells. "And this," 
the New York Times reorts, 
"in a city reputed to have a 
critical shortage of housing for 
low-income groups."

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Post U.C.: Poor Keep Out? 


(FRO M THE D A ILY JO URN AL, W ILLO W S) 
The U niversity of California Regents have decided to delay 
voting on proposals to boost student fees or impose tuition until 
their February meeting. In the Interests of thousands of qualified 
potential university students It is to be hoped that in the mean» 
time the Regents w ill ponder the full Im plications of the pro­ 
posals. 


UC President Charles J . H itch's plan is bad enough. Perhaps 
feeling the hot breath on his neck of a governor who had vowed 
to keep politics out of education, M r. Hitch proposes to more 
than double resident student fees in the next two years: from 
$300 to $680. 


Already the average cost of sending a student to UC is about 
$2400 per year — more than one-fourth of the average fam ily's 
annual income. The increase in fees, amounting to more than 
many fam ilies' annual income taxes, would drive an estimated 
24,000 students into community colleges, based on parent surveys. 


Perhaps the im plications of this have not been driven home 
to many property’ taxpayers; A massive sum of taxes would 
be shifted from corporations and upper-income individuals, who 
no* support university education, onto property taxpayers who 
largely support community colleges. 


“ Why don't the kids get jobs?'* might be a question asked. 
W ell, two-thirds of the university students already hold down 
Jobs, and one-third of them are entirely self-supporting. 


As bad as is president H itch's proposal, Governor Ronald 
Reagan's appears to be even worse. He has been pressuring 
the Regents to impose full tuition on all students. They would 
be charged for the entire cost of their education. 
Those students unable to meet the tuition charge would sign 
notes obligating them to repay it over a period of years. In other 
words, the low-income students would start their careers burdened 
with debt while those fottunate enough to have been born of 
well-to-do fam ilies wouldn't owe the university a dime. If low- 
income boy student m arried low-income g irl student, then the 
new fam ily would face the gloomy prospect of repaying thou­ 
sands upon thousands of dollars during their adult lifetim es. 


California has a more than 100-year tradition of tuition-free 
education. It is based on the proposition that all qualified youths 
should have an equal opportunity to become educated, regard­ 
less of their parents* income. This tradition would be breached 
by following President H itch's proposal and, in effect, shattered 
by’ following Governor Reagan's. 


Even under the more modest Hitch plan, the University of 
California would become the third most expensive public univer­ 
sity' in the nation. Is this what Californians want “ public educa­ 
tion'* to be: educational discrim ination based on wealth? — E.F.D .

On The Right 


Crime In The Capital 


The news is that middle class 
Negroes are beginning to move 
out 
of Washington, D. C. In 
search of what ? Law and order, 
would 
you believe. And once 
again we have one of those op­ 
pressive paradoxes from which 
there is little pleasure to be 
taken, not even polemical plea­ 
sure. Negroes are moving out of 
a city because they can no long­ 
er put up with the reigning 
lawlessness, but those who call 
for law and order are anti- 
Negro. Figure that out, and if 
you get stuck, consult the New 
Republic. Assuming it is still 
there. At the rate that larceny 
is going, whole buildings are 
likely to disappear. 
One account of the plight in 
Washington, by M r. Ben Frank­ 
lin of the New York Tim es, 
discovers a silver lining. It be­ 
ing so very clear that Negroes 
are being victimized by the 
crim e rate, we w ill perhaps 
see now a consolidation of pres­ 
sure for action. M r. Jam es G. 
Banks, the city housing chief, 
talks about “ the end of the am­ 
bivalence in the black com mun - 
ity about crim e, which has not 
only made them hostile to the 
police but has rendered them 
motionless and passive in con­ 
sequences 
of indulgence, the 
Negro community — M r. Banks 
assumes — w ill assert itself 
to demand reform . 


The trouble is, what reform s ? 
The police force in Washington 
is now larger, in ratio to the 
population, than anywhere else 
in the United States. But as a 
realistic matter, the increase 
in the police force does not 
seem to accomplish anything. 
There are no more arrests 
per month now than two and 
one-hall years ago, notwith­ 
standing the rise both in crim e 
and in crim e enforcement of­ 
ficials. 


One resourceful block — the 
1800 block at Wyoming Avenue 
— decided todo something about 
crim e on a free enterprise 
basis. It is ironic lagniappe that 
the 
initiator of the program 
was a speechwrlter for Hubert 
Humphrey. No doubt lie coined 
one of those choice denuncia­ 
tions of Nixon's calls for law 
and order. Anyway, the resour­ 
ceful gentleman in question p re­ 
vailed on his neighbors to con­ 
sent to affixing floodlights high 
up near the roof tops. The idea 
was to extrlpate every shadow 
from the block. 
Here and there this was d if­ 
ficult to accomplish because a 
hedge was too high, or a tree- 


branch too thick, casting shad­ 
ows into which the mugger, the 
thief or the rapist could dive 
for sh elter.lt is illegal in W ash­ 
ington to cut down tree branches 
or other people’s hedges, butlo 
and behold, an incorporsal sub­ 
stance 
(they call him 
“ The 
Phanton” ) m ysteriously pluck­ 
ed down this tree, trim m ed that 
hedge —never seen by any m or­ 
tal eyes —and before long all 
the shadows were overcome. 
The project was completed in 
October; and there hasn’t been a 


single crim e since, except one 
daytime purse-snatching. The 
cost is not m aterial — a few 
hundred 
dollars 
for 
all the 
lights, and a few’ conts a day 
in 
electricity. 
The 
cost, of 
course, is the absence of dark­ 
ness, a great and peaceful fea­ 
ture of the divine arrangement. 
But better perpetual light, than 
perpetual terror. 
One mast assume, however, 
that even if all of Washington 
wee sim ilarly lit, crim e would 
not be made to disappear. B e ­ 
cause 
much of the crim e in 
Washington 
is 
not lakadais- 
tcally motivated. It is compul­ 
sive, arising from the addiction 
to drugs which is said to be 
responsible, in New York City, 
for one-half of the entire crim e 
load. 
Lights 
w ill help, 
and 
should be used more widely. 
But the central need is for the 
isolation 
of the lawbreakers, 
the early detection of them; and, 
eventually, the discovery of ef­ 
fective means for their rehabil­ 
itation. 


The single concrete suggestion 
of immediate consequence was 
Attorney 
General 
John M it­ 
chell’s last year, when he asked 
that a whole new attitude to­ 
wards bail be ad opted bv magis­ 
trates who have reason to be­ 
lieve that to set defendants free 
pending their trial might im ­ 
m ediately 
precipitate 
more 
crim e. The civil liberties peo- 
p» 1 went into their routine howl­ 
ing about the rights of defen­ 
dants, and those howls have kept 
Congress from acting. So that 
while the ritualists play, in 
Anacostia, a southeast W ash­ 
ington 
section 
where nearly 
one-third 
of 
the Washington

WASHINGTON — Secret House 
hearings have produced testi­ 
mony that Sen. Mark Hatfield, 
the respected Oregon Republi. 
can, 
collected $1,000 in cash 
from a controversial broadcas.

Don 
Burden, whose KISN serving 
Portland, 
O re., 
was 
having 
troubles at the time. He is the 
same radio man revealed as the 
donor of expensive gifts to a key 
Senate broadcasting aide, Nick 
Zapple, and of unpaid advertís, 
ing time on another one of his 
stations, W IFE in Indianapolis, 
to Senator Vance Hartke. 
Note; 
Senator 
Hatfield 
ac­ 
knowledged that, since coming 
to the Senate, he had received 
calls 
from 
Burden 
about 
his broadcasting problems. The 
Senator said he had turned these 
calls over to his administra­ 
tive assistant for routine dis­ 
posal. 
The testimony before a House 
Commerce Subcommittee last 
week came from M rs. Dorothy 
Storz, a bookkeeper for Burden 
in Omaha, where he owns a third 
station, K O IL. 
Hatfield vigorously denied to 
tills column that he had ever 
accepted 
money 
from 
Bur­ 
den. The Senator said he never 
accejited contributions person­ 
ally but directed the donors to 
his campaign committees. This 
column could find no record oí 
a $1,000 contribution from Bur­ 
den to the Hatfield campaign in 
19GC. If campaign aides accep­ 
ted cash from the broadcaster, 
Hatfield said he was unaware of 
it and, in any case, would not be 
influenced by it. 
M rs. Storz, her voice shaking 
at 
tim es, 
told Congressmen 
behind closed doors how Burden 
mstructed her to send the cash 
to Hatfield in 1966. 
She went 
on to say that Burden had once 
instructed her to send him $10,- 
000 in Portland. 
Startled at the request, M rs. 
Storz asked him how the $10,. 
000 should be sent. She testi­ 
fied that Burden told her to 
m ail it in packets of $100 bills. 
The money reportedly was to be 
used to help Burden win a zon- 
ing case for his transm itters. 
In a third revelation, M rs. 
Storz told how Burden had her 
shop for Christm as gifts for 
M rs. Zapple. 
One of her pur­ 
chases, she testified, was an 
$80 purse; other gifts inclu­ 
ded clothing. 
Zapple, as chief 
counsel for the Senate Com. 
munications 
Subcommittee, 
wields 
huge power over the 
broadcasting industry. 
So worried was the House com­ 
mittee for M rs. Storz' safety 
that it asked Chairman Harley 
Staggers, D-W.Va., to arrange 
F B I protection for her and for 
Burden's form er private secre­ 


tary, 
Louise 
Rudol, who al­ 
so testified in secret. 


“ CAM PAIGN PURPOSES»» 
Burden, reached at his Indiana 
office, said that if he 
sent 
money to Hatfield it was inten­ 
ded for campaign purposes and 
was designated for a campaign 
committee, not Hatfield person­ 
ally. 
Burden conceded he had asked 
M rs. Storz to send him the $10,- 
000 in cash. 
He often dealt in 
cash, he said, but added; “ I 
don't think it's any of your bus­ 
iness*’ what 
the 
money was 
spent for. 
It was, he said, “ taken out of 
the company as a personal divi­ 
dend” 
and 
reported 
that 
way to the Internal Revenue 
Service. 
As for the purse and 
clothing for M rs. Zapple, he 
said the fam ilies often exchange 
gifts. 
Burden has been a storm y 
petrel in the broadcasting Indus, 
try. Investigations of his enter­ 
prises have been going on in 
both the Congress and the Fed­ 
eral 
Communications 
Com­ 
mission. 
But Burden said any 
contribution to Hatfield would 
have “ absolutely zero»' to do 
with the Portland station's zon­ 
ing and other problems. 
Louis 
Rudol's secret testi­ 
mony substantiated a December 
2 report by this column that 
documents concerning Burden's 
gifts had m ysteriously disap­ 
peared from FC C files. 
The 
documents 
reportedly 
state that Zapple got a silver 
service 
from 
Burden. 
Ap­ 
parently Zapple kept it until the 
FCC discovered the gift during 
an investigation of W IFE. Then 
Zapple hustled the silver off 
to a boy's club where it was 
raffled off for $1,000. 
The missing documents also 
say Hartke received free po­ 
litical 
advertising on station 
W IF E during his 1964 campaign 
for the Senate. 
He happens to 
be a member of the powerful 
Commerce 
Committee which 
oversees broadcasting. 
When the House committee 
sent to the FC C for the W IF E 
case, the document was not in 
the file. 
So Chairman Stag­ 
gers summoned the two women 
as witnesses. 
FCC insiders have confided to 
this column that the damning 
documents 
w ere ordered de­ 
stroyed by the com missioners 
themselves because they did not 
want 
to 
get into a political 
knifethr owing 
contest 
with 
Congress.

The trouble is, what reform s ? 
The police force In Washington 
is now larg er, in ratio to the 
population, than anywhere else 
in the United States. But as a 
rea listic m atter, the increase 
in the police force does not 
seem to 'accomplish anything. 
T here are no m ore a rre sts 
per month now than two and 
one-half years ago, notwith­ 
standing the rise both in crim e 
and in crim e enforcement of­ 
ficials. 


One resourceful block — the 
1800 block at Wyoming Avenue 
— decided todo something about 
crim e on a free enterprise 
b asis. It is ironiclagniappethat 
the initiator of the program 
was a speechw rlter for Hubert 
Humphrey. No doubt lie coined 
■one of those choice denuncia­ 
tions of Nixon’s calls for law 
and order. Anyway, the re so u r­ 
ceful gentleman In question p r e ­ 
vailed on his neighbors to con­ 
sent to affixing floodlights high, 
up near the roof tops. The idea 
was to extrlpate every shadow 
from the block. 
H ere and there this was dif­ 
ficult to accom plish because a 
hedge was too high, or a tre e - 


branch too thick, casting shad­ 
ows into which the m ugger, the 
thief or the rapist could dive 
for sh elter. It. is Illegal in W ash­ 
ington to cut down tre e branches 
or other people’s hedges, butlo 
and behold, an tncorporsal sub­ 
stance (they call him "T he 
Phanton") m ysteriously pluck­ 
ed down this tre e , trim Tied that 
hedge —never seen by any m o r­ 
tal eyes —and before long, all 
the shadows w ere overcom e. 
The project was com pleted in 
O ctober: and th ere hasn’t been a 
stogie crim e since, except one 
daytim e purse-snatching. The 
cost ts not m aterial —a few 
hundred 
dollars 
for all the 
lights, and a few citato a day 
in 
electricity . 
The cost, of 
co u rse, Is the absence of d a rk ­ 
n ess, a great and peaceful fea­ 
tu re 'Of the divine arrangem ent. 
But better perpetual light, than 
perpetual te rro r. 
One m ist assum e, however, 
that even, if all of W ashington 
wee sim ilarly lit, crim e would 
not be made to disappear. B e­ 
cause much of the crim e In 
W ashtngton 
is 
not lakadais - 
lcally m otivated. It is com pul­ 
sive, arising from the addiction 
to drugs which is said to be 
responsible, to. New York City, 
for one-half of the entire crim e 
load. 
Lights 
will help, 
and 
should be used m ore widely. 
But the central need is for the 
isolation of the law breakers, 
the early detection of them; and, 
eventually, the discovery of e f­ 
fective means for th eir rehabil­ 
itation. 


The single concrete suggestion, 
of im m ediate consequence was 
Attorney 
G eneral 
John M it­ 
ch ell’s last year, when he asked 
th at a whole new attitude to ­ 
w ards ball be adopted bv m agls - 
tra te s who have reason to be­ 
lieve that to set defendants free 
pending their tria l might im ­ 
m ediately 
precipitate 
m ire 
crim e. The civil liberties peo- 
pei went into th eir routine howl­ 
ing about the rights of defen­ 
dants, and those howls have kept 
C ongress from acting. So that 
while the ritu a lists play, in 
A nacostia, a. southeast W ash­ 
ington 
section 
w here nearly 
one-third 
of 
the Washington 
population lives, whole blocks 
and neighborhoods of what were 
once 
predom inate 
Negro a - 
partm ent 
houses are vacant, 
boarded up shells. "And th is," 
the New York Tim es reo rts, 
"in a city reputed to have a 
critical shortage of housing for 
low-incom e groups."

Reagan Proposes To

Reassessment Is The 
Outlook For Congress

the 
Californlan said. "De- 


cisions made will affect the 
course which this nation will 
follow in the new decade. And 
the course followed by the Unit- 
ed States will have a great im- 
pact, not only on the free 
world, but all this earth." 


On another matter, Johnson 
announced that four colleges in 
the 2nd Congressional District 
will receive nearly $86,000 to 
support their law enforcement 
programs. 
The schools and amounts are 
Chico State College, $64,600, 
Butte College, $8,980; College 
of the Slskiyous, $10,000, and 
Shasta College, $2,400. 


California's share of the re- 
cently allocated federal money 
for law enforcement totals $2.2 
million.
